EDITOR GONZALES DEAD 


Victim ot Tillman's Cowardly 


Bullet Breatlies ffis Last, 


Formaline Injected in Desperate Hope 


of Stoppins: Blood Poisoning: 


But Without Avail. 


COLUMBIA, S. C., Jan. 19.—Editor N. 


G. Gonzales died at 1 p. in. After bat- 
tling for almost four days for life, the 
victim of Lieut. ojGvcrnor James H. Till- 
man's bullet parsed away at Columbia 
hospital. 
Mrs. Gonzalcs was with her 


husband when death came. 


When the bulletin was posted announc- 


ing the death, the crowd.- which have 
been about the bulletin boards almost 
constantly since the tragedy, increased 
rapidly and all phases and details of the 
tragedy were discussed. 


In his cell where he has been confined 


since the shooting Lieut. Cov. Tillman 
heard the news with visible 
emotion. 


There is universal sorrow. 


Since 10:30 last night, it was evident 


that the crisis had arrived. 
Mr. Gon- 


/a!cs ns he became more nervous, 
wafl 


subjected to 
vomiting 
and 
generally 


grew worse. He continued lo lose ground 
and as early as 3 o'clock this morning, 
hope was practically abandoned. The 
last heroic treatment resorted to was the. 
use of formalin. One-fiftieth of a. grain 
was injected in the veins in the .hope of 
stopping blood poisoning. At 7 a. in., all 
of patient's relatives who were not at 
the hospital were summoned. His wife, 
two brothers nnd a sister, besides mem- 
bers of the editorial staff responded. 


It is announced that death was due to 


septic poisoning from the wound in the 
liver. Alter the last examination at 11 
o'clock the doctors declared that there 
wa- no hope. 


A solution of formalin was injected at 


10:30 but there was no improvement in 
his condition. Soon after that physicians 
made an injection of one-fiftieth of

grain of formalin direct into the veins

MILWAUKEE NOW ON MAP 


M1LSVAUKKE. .Inn. r. .—There is Tt- 


joiring in Milwaukee. It is once more 
on the map. A week ago the St. Paul 
road issued a now map, in which Mil'.vau- 
kee was left ofV. and the remarks of the 
Mihvaukeeans must have made the ears 
of the officials of the road burn. The 
map was called in hurriedly, and yester- 
day another was issued in its place, on 
which the name of Milwaukee appears in 
big letters. This peace offering is ac- 
cepted and indignation Liu- subsided. 


CHICAGO, Jan. in.—A true bill was 


returned this morning against forty-live 
coal operators and retailers, 
charging 


conspiracy to do an illegal act injurious 
to public trade. The indictments are 
against both corporations and individ- 
ual* doing business in Illinois and -In- 
diana, .linil was fixed at $1,500. 


Accompanying the return of the indict- 


ments "was an explanatory report setting 
forth the grounds upon which tiie jurors 
based their action; The shortage, they 
declare, they found due ''primarily and 
principally to the recent great strike in 
the anthracite coal linlds.1' 


Bituminous coal could not be mined 


and stored in sufficient quantities to sup- 
ply tbc deficiency caused by the restrict- 
ed output from the anthracite "first, be- 
cause, the capacity of the mines coula 
not be increased so materially on short 
notice, and secondly because the storing 
of bituminous coal during the summer 
months is inexpedient owing to danger 
of deterioration through slacking and of 
destruction by lire through spontaneous 
combustion.'' 


In Chicago, the report continues, the 


amount cf anthracite coal received in 
1002 was l,S07.fi;>7 tons less than in 1001. 
to offeet which there was an increase of 
only TOfl.721 tons of bituminous .coal. The 
difficulty experienced by the railroads in 
handling the large quantity required for 
daily supplies owing to the failure to 
store bituminous coal during the sum- 
mer months, also, they found, constitut- 
ed one of the causes of the famine. 


The railroads they believed to be do- 


ing all in their power to move the coal 
promptly to market and the accumula- 
tion of coal laden cars in railroad yards 
does not exist to an unusual extent at. 
this time of year. "The jury finds no 
convincing evidence." the report, reads, 
"of a deliberate detention of cars.for the 
purpose uf inten.-ifying the difficulties of 
the situation." 


While not finding the present condition 


due to or appreciably influenced by any 
conspiracy 
in restraint of trade, 
and 


while convinced that the laws of supply 
and demand sufficiently accounts for the 
high prices • prevailing, the jury found 
that there existed in the city of .Chicago 
and in Illinois and in neighboring states 
"'certain combinations which it deems to 
be conspiracies or combinations in re- 
straint of trade within the meaning of 
the statutes." as fulolws: 


"The Northern Illinois Soft Coal asso- 


ciation: the Ketiiil Coal Dealers' asso- 
ciation of Illinois and Wisconsin, a cer- 
tain combination of Indiana coal opera- 
tors with the Crescent Coal and Mining 
company. While not differing in char- 
acter and scope, from similar combina- 
tions in other lines of business, the jur- 
ors deem it their duty to present the 
foregoing 
indictments. Other associa- 


tions of operators and coal dealers were 
found to exist and to have more or less 
effect in the fixing of prices and restrict- 
ing competition, but against whom the 
evidence did not warrant action. Thev 
are the Chicago Coal Exchange and the 
Chicago Track Dealers' association.''

G. Gouzales died at 1 p. in. After bat- 
tling for almost, four days for life,, the 
.victim of Lieut. ojSveruor James H. Till- 
inan's bullet, passed away a,t Columbia 
hospital. Mrs. Gonzales was with .her 
hushand when dea-th came. 


When the bulletin was posted announc- 


ing the death, the crowds which have 
been about the bulletin boards almost 
constantly since, the tragedy, increased 
rapidly and all phases and details of the 
tragedy were discussed, 


In his cell, where he has been confined 


since the shooting Lieut. Gov. Tillman 
heard the news with visible emotion. 
There is universal sorrow. 


Since 10:30 last night, it was evident 


that the crisis had arrived. Mr.' Gon-' 
zales as he became more nervous, was 
subjected to 
vomiting and 
generally 


grew worse. He continued to lose ground 
and as early as 3 o'clock this morning, 
hope was practically abandoned. 
The 


last heroic treatment resorted to'was the, 
use of formalin. One-fiftieth of- a grain 
was injected in the veins in the hope of 
stopping Wood poisoning. .At 7 a. m., all 
of patient's relatives who were not at 
the hospital were summoned.' His wife, 
two brothers and a sister, besides mem- 
bers of the editorial staff' responded. 


It is announced that death was due to 


septie poisoning from the wound in the 
liver. After the last examination at II 
o'clock the doctors declared that there 
was EO hope. 


A solution of formalin was injected at 


10:30 but there was no improvement in 
his condition. Soon after that physicians 
made an injection of-one-fiftieth 
of a 


grain of formalin direct into the veins' 
in hope of preventing blood 
poisoning 


but this also proved futile, 
Gonzales 


was unconscious during , most 
of the 


morning.

Country consigned to foreign ports be 
transported through the country to the 
sea ports at a less freight rate than that 
charged for articles of home consump- 
tion from the interior 1o the coasts, or 
for similar distances. The transporta- 
tion companies have been charged with 
truth in currying for a k-ss sum products 
consigned to Europe from the interior to 
the coast than they have charged for 
products carried about the same dis- 
tances but remaining at homo, or revers- 
ing, have charged considerably les.-s for 
articles and products from Europe con- 
signed to places in the interior.

SAN JUAN, P. K., Jan. 17.—Five men 


were killed and four others were wound- 
ed, two of them probably., fatally, by the 
explosion of.a powder charge of an eight 
inch gun on board the United States bat- 
tleship Massachusetts yesterday; morn- 
ing while at target practice off Celebra 
Islan. 


Details of the explosion were, obtained 


when the Massachusetts arrived here to- 
day. The explosion occurred in the star- 
board after eight inch target, shortly 
before noon yesterday and was due to 
the accidental discharge of a. percussion 
primer while the breech of the gun was 
open. The full charge exploded in the 
turret and killed or injured all the crew 
of the gun, numbering nine men. Ensign 
Ward E. Wortman, who was in charge 
of the turret, escaped injury, though he 
was standing near the scene of the ex- 
plosion. 


Magnificent discipline was immediately 


shown by the officers and crew of: the 
jattleship. -Captain

ferior ones. In- the end be will make 


i more money: -The -profits of dairying
